Will Supply Power for Valleyfield and 
Montreal Mills--Government 
Controls Rates 


Ottawa, Jan. 10—The 
nois canal to Messrs. Robert and Mc- 
Intyre, of Montreal, for power devel- 
opment, The canal has been a bill 
of expense vpon the Dominion. The 
lessees assume the cost of mainten- 
ance, $20,000 a year, and must mate 
an imimediats expenditure of $60,000 
and outlays from time to time, They 
will have to pay the government a 
rental of $12,000 a year and will have 
to supply power to Montreal, Valley- 
field and other municipalities at rates 
subject tu the control of the govern- 
thent, In this way the municipali- 
ties will get cheap power.

Paul Kanes Experiences in the Wilderness. of Alberta—Edmon- 


ton Post in the Wilds—What the now Teeming Country 


Looked like to the Famous Explorer in the 


Days of its Emptiness 


Since the very earliest day when 
the first adventurous spirits pushed 
ther canoe prows from river to lake 
and lake to river, down rapids and 
over uncleared portages across a con- 
tinent, there have been many inter- 
esting expeditions from East to 
West. What stories they would have 
made, ‘the records of these first dar- 
ing oyages, if the intrepid explorers 
had been half as much men of words 
as they were men of deeds! The most 
and the best of these achievements 
were hever Committed to paper, 
searcely than once told, per- 
haps, by the daring adventurers who 
braved the unknown to make a con- 
tinent of wilderness fit for the habi- 
tution of men, What a deep interest

A few changes here in aixty years, 
are there not? Winnipeg noted as a 
point of eupply for pemmican! Yet 
quite within the memories of not very 
old people in the city now. Winnipeg 
merchants, even after the city had 
daily papers, advertised therein their 
buying and selling of pemmican. The 
original mode of establishing a boun- 
dary to property, that of eyesight, the 
distance at which aman can be distin- 
guished from a horse on a clear day, 
would lead to not a few optical tricks 
and delusions in these days of $2,000 
pr foot. We would find the shrewd 
real estate man making h‘s bargain on 
some fine morning when a mirage 
would show both man and horse as far 
away as Stony Mountain. We have 
moved on a little too, from the time 
when the semi-annual food supply and 
the semi-annual excitenent were ob- 
tained in a community buffalo hunt. 

THE BUFFALO HUNT 

Kane found upon reaching the upper 
Fort (Winnipeg), that the settiement 
had moved westward for this semi- 
annual buffalo hunt, just three days 
before his arrival. ‘hie was however 
the very sort of thing he had come all 
the way from.Toronto to ase and en-
